The proposed law would 
allow the state Board of 
Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education to approve 
up to 12 new charter 
schools or enrollment 
expansions in existing 
charter schools each year. 
Approving this law could 
expand statewide charter 
school enrollment by up to 
one percent of the total 
statewide public school 
enrollment each year. 

On the subject, Com- 
mittee Chair Kristen Poli- 
meno said, “I will start off 
by saying after consider- 
ing the upcoming ballot 
question on charter 


and the circumstances sur- 
rounding her departure.

McCoy criticized DeLai's 
management, stating that

"There were no internal 
candidates that came for- 
ward for that Super- 
intendent role," O'Connell 
countered. O'Connell de- 
scribed, at length, the 
search process the School 
Committee underwent be-

She 
has also made many deci- 
sions that have served the 
best interest of our children, 
and along the way, the over- 
all quality of the Wilmington 
School system has improved 
and our children and our 
community have benefited. 
f At the end of her first year 
on the job, Ms. Delai re- 
feived an overall rating of 
fProficient/Fully Satisfac- 
tory, including positive feed- 
back and comments from all 
of the members of the School 
Committee for her job per- 
formance. This past year, 
Ms. Delai received the 2016 
MASBO President’s Award. 
This award ‘recognizes an 
individual who has con- 
tributed to the growth and 
improvement of the the 
school system. 
‘In June, the School Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to 
extend her contract an addi- 
tional year through June 
2018. 
, There is no question that 
Ms. Delai had a lapse in 
judgment and made a mis- 
take on the night of August 
25th. She has acknowledged 
that herself in her statement 
last Monday when she apol- 
ogized and took full respon- 
sibility for her decisions. 
However, anyone who enjoys 
a drink socially should have 
an understanding that an 
incident like this could hap- 
pen to anyone at any time. 
This understanding does not 
excuse the behavior, but the 
punishment should fit the 
offense. Unfortunately, our 
loeal elected officials seem 
tahave taken the ‘easy road’ 


in this situation rather than 
standing up for someone 
that they believe in. 

The path of least resist- 
ance in this case was to 
allow Ms. Delai to resign 
because that makes it easier 
for the school committee 
members to stand on the 
moral high ground in this 
situation. Although wrong, 
their position makes for an 
easy sound bite on the local 
news or quote in the local 
newspapers. 

What about the person? 
What about a closer exami- 
nation of the situation includ- 
ing the track record of Ms. 
Delai, and the service that 
she provided to our school 
system and our community? 
Everyone agrees that drunk 
driving is wrong, and there 
should have been a punish- 
ment for this mistake, but to 
allow a gifted administrator 
and a good person to lose her 
job and to put her career in 
jeopardy over this one lapse 
in judgment is a mistake and 
doesn’t make sense.

Did our leaders truly lead 
in these circumstances?

As former Senator Paul 
Simon stated so eloquently 
in his book Our Culture of 
Pandering, “With each suc- 
ceeding generation, the 
growing demand of the peo- 
ple that its elected officials 
shall not lead but merely 
register the popular will has 
steadily undermined the 
independence of those who 
derive their power from pop- 
ular election.” 

I would like to thank Ms. 
Delai for her two years of 
valuable service to the Wil- 
mington School System and 
to our local community. I 
want to let her know that 
there is a ‘silent minority’ 
within our community that 
does not agree with this 
decision. Well done for Wil- 
mington Ms. Delai, we wish 
you the very best.

“ fruit peelings, coffee grounds, 
egg shells, breads and crack- 
ers are advised. Fats, dairy, 


meat and bones are discour- 
aged, as they would be at- 
tractive to large animals. A 
compost bin is recommended 
to contain the material as it 
breaks down. The town 
offered a large black plastic 
bin many years ago, but 
equally useful is a four post 
and chicken wire enclosure, 
or other composter pur- 
chased at your local home 
improvement or feed store. 

Critical features for a bin 
include a way to put the 
material in, a cover to keep 
animals out, and some way 
to access the “black gold” 
which is the dark, rich soil 
that results from all the 
decomposition. 

Composting aficionados 
prescribe a layering system 
of greens and browns, alter- 
nating dried leaves, newspa- 
per, sawdust, and some soil, 
and the food scraps and 
grass clippings. I also rec- 
ommend adding an envelope 
of yeast dissolved in warm 
water from time to time. Use 
a stick and make a hole in 
the center of the pile and 
pour. It is the heat that is 
generated by the reaction 
that will kill any weed seeds 
or bad bacteria, but help the 
beneficial microbes do their 
job. Mixing the compost 
occasionally helps to keep 
the stew going. 

Inside the house, a bowl 
with a lid or a small com- 
posting bin makes it easy to 
collect food scraps. We keep 
a lidded pickle bucket on the 
deck to dump the kitchen 
scraps into, and then make 
one trip each week out to the 
back yard bin. Start com- 
posting today and see how 
much you can reduce your 
household waste and create 
your own garden “gold.”

Did you know that you 
can scan documents, pho- 
tos, and even slides at the 
library? The Wilmington 
Memorial Library has 
three different kinds of 
scanning equipment that 
you can use depending on 
what you need to 
scan. 

We have a flatbed 
scanner attached 
to one of the public 
computers on the 
first floor.

Melrose, Pedrini run 
past struggling Wildcats

‘MELROSE - When you are 
alteam that is struggling 
with injuries and inconsis- 
tent play like the 
Wumington High Football 
team, you could use the 
aceasional easy game on 
your schedule to get you 
back on track. 

“The Wildcats may have 
gotten that a few weeks back 
in their non-league win 
against Franklin County 
Tech, but the Middlesex 
League Football schedule 
offers no such favors regard- 
less of how injury depleted 
your team may be. Last 
Friday night at Fred Green 
Memorial Field offered 
another example of this as 
the shorthanded Wildcats 
continued a brutal stretch of 
Middlesex League games 
with their third straight loss, 
this time a 33-7 defeat at the 
hands of defending 
Middlesex Freedom Division 
champion Melrose. 

Melrose used a powerful 
rushing attack led by senior 
running back Mike Pedrini 
to overwhelm the Wildcats, 
and drop Wilmington’s 
record on the season 1-4 
overall (0-3 Middlesex 
Freedom). Melrose mean- 
while improved to 3-2 on the 
season (2-1 in league). 
‘Melrose got 212 yards rush- 
ing and three touchdowns 
from Pedrini, and piled up 
over 320 yards on the ground 
overall, while stifling the 
Wilmington offense in the 
process, going out to a 20-0 
halftime lead, and extending 
their lead to 26-0 before 
Wilmington got on the board 
with a fourth quarter touch- 
down by Tom Robarge. 

“I think he kids are trying 
hard. Again, I have no 
issues with that,” 
Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said. “We’re trying, 
but I think sometimes you 
try and try but then we just 
Have to find that next gear. 
We have to push the right 
buttons during the week of 
practice and the kids have to 
pub that into place during 
the games.” 

-Beset by slow starts during 
much of the last few weeks, 
Wilmington actually looked 
much sharper in the opening 
minutes of this one. With 
junior outside linebacker 
Marken Nerestant forced 
into starting running back 
duties due to an injury to 
yiicats leading rusher 


Sam Jennings, the Wildcats 
moved the ball pretty effec- 
tively on the opening drive, 
even converting a fourth- 
and-three play from deep in 
their own territory with an 
eight-yard run by Nerestant. 

The drive eventually 
stalled at the Melrose 37- 
yard line, but a perfectly 
placed punt by junior Tyler 
Roberts and an alert job of 
downing the ball by senior 
Jake Luz pinned Melrose 
back on their five yard line. 

Unfortunately for the 
Wildeats, that was when 
Pedrini began to put his 
stamp on the game, when on 
just the third play from 
scrimmage he ran a sweep 
to the right side and raced 
made a nifty move as he 
turned the corner and then 
used his blazing speed to 
race untouched down the 
sideline and for an 84-yard 
touchdown run to make the 
score 6-0 after the failed 
extra point with 5:44 left in 
the first quarter. 

After holding the Wildcats 
to a three-and-out, Melrose 
would add to their lead on 
their next possession, going 
on a nine play, 63-yard drive 
capped by a nine yard touch- 
down run by quarterback 
Jack Mays. 

The score came after what 
has become a frustrating 
pattern for the Wildcats, 
who had forced Melrose into 
a third-and-18 situation, as 
well as a fourth-and-six, 
only to see the Red Raiders 
pick up a first down. Two 
plays after the fourth down 
conversion, Mays scam- 
pered in to make the score 
13-0 with 19.8 seconds left in 
the first quarter. 

Wilmington would stop 
Melrose on their next pos- 
session when junior outside 
linebacker Brenden Ross 
recovered a Melrose fumble 
at the Wilmington 16-yard 
line. Once again, the 
Wildcats put together a 
decent drive, with the big 
play coming on 21-yard com- 
pletion from senior quarter- 
back Robbie Ducharme to 
junior receiver Justin 
Fraser for a first down at 
the 41-yard line. The drive 
eventually stalled, however, 
and after a bad snap on the 
punt, Melrose took over on 
the Wilmington 35-yard line. 

From there it took just one 
play before Pedrini would 
strike again, scoring his sec- 
ond touchdown of the game 
with 2:57 left in the half to 
make the score 20-0, and 


that was how the teams 
would go to the half. 

Melrose would add to their 
lead on the opening drive of 
the third quarter, moving 60 
yards on 12 plays to extend 
their led to 26-0 when 
Pedrini took it into the end 
zone from six yards out with 
4:57 left in the third quarter. 

Starting late in the third 
quarter and carrying over to 
the fourth, Wilmington put 
together their best drive of 
the game to get on the 
board, going on a 12-play, 80- 
yard drive capped by a one 
yard run by Robarge with 
exactly 7:00 left in the game. 

The big play on the drive 
came on a 15-yard comple- 
tion on a third-and-ten from 
quarterback Ducharme to 
Robarge. Junior running 
back Kyle Penney also had a 
15 yard run on the drive, 
while Nerestent (13 carries, 
57 yards) had a 16 yard gain 
to give the Wildcats a first 
down at the Melrose 11-yard 
line. 

Adam Bishop added the 
extra point to make the 
score 26-7. 

Melrose would cap the 
scoring with another touch- 
down with 3:47 left in the 
game. 

Wilmington will be back in 
action next Friday night 
when they host Middlesex 
Freedom Division rival 
Watertown at Alumni Field. 

Barry knows it won’t get 
any easier for his team 
against a Watertown team 
that will bring a 4-1 record 
into Friday’s game, includ- 
ing a 31-28 win over 
Burlington last week, and a 
14-12 win over Melrose two 
weeks ago. More important 
than the opponent, however, 
Barry is mostly hoping for 
more consistent play from 
his own team. 

“We’re 1-4, and you see the 
final scores of the games, 
and we are giving up big 
plays and it is frustrating,” 
Barry said. “But I really 
feel like we haven’t played 
our best football yet and I 
think we can turn the corner 
and play better and make 
these games more competi- 
tive. 

“The practices are going 
well, and that is a credit to 
the kids given the record we 
have. They are working 
hard and now it is just a 
matter of finding that one 
little spark, that one little 
thing to get us over the 
hump.”
